I’ve been thinking about being offensive

I recently read something about being 
-Loffensive. Now, I try not to offend 
anyone. I want to be nice and, to be 
honest, I want to be liked. So I go out of 
my way to do things and to say things that 
won’t offend anyone. Why create conflict 
when it's not necessary? 

But should we perhaps be offensive 
sometimes? Are there times and situations 
that might require or actually call for us 
to be offensive? When someone starts a 
sentence with “No offense but.." usually 
it's going to be offensive and most of the 
time they could just as well have kept their 
comment to themselves. 

Lately the news has been filled with 
reports about demonstrations, protests 
and even violence due to offence. Across 
the world Muslims have taken offence at 
an American made film clip containing 
anti-Islamic content The violence has 
even lead to deaths in some places. Has 
this been an overreaction? I believe the 
people who took offence at the film have 
every right to demonstrate. But when it 
leads to killing it goes too fen 

In Canada and the U.S. we enjoy certain 


rights and freedoms. One of those rights 
is the freedom of expression. There are 
certain infringements on that freedom, for 
example against hate speech and some 
forms of obscenity, but I treasure this 
fundamental freedom as well as freedom 
of religion because without them the 
Christian message that I proclaim could 
conceivably be curtailed. 

We also enjoy the freedom of assembly 
which includes the right to protest 
Muslims who find an anti-Islamic film 
offensive have every right to protest and 
to express their objections. I support their 
right to do so and if it was happening 
locally I might even join their protest But 
we all have to understand that because 
we enjoy the freedom of expression 
sometimes we have to put up with certain 

such an uproar, whose sole purpose seems 
to be simply to offend. 

What about Christians? Should we 
offend? An example from scripture where 
Jesus causes offence is when he attends 
worship one Sabbath and is confronted 
by the choice about whether he should 
heal a man. The religious leaders believe, 
according to their understanding of the 
law, that healing should not be done on 
the Sabbath. Jesus poses a question: “Is 


it lawfol to do good on the Sabbath?” 
(Matthew 12:12). Then he healed the man 
and offended the religious leaders. 

So, what does that say about whether 
we should offend? Well, for one thing 
Jesus was a Jew who offended Jews. I don't 
think we Christians are called to offend 
Muslims or Jews or Buddhists or Hindus or 
members of any other religious tradition. 
I've even heard it said, and I agree, that we 
Lutherans should refrain from offending 
Roman Catholics or Anglicans or Baptists 
or Pentecostals or Presbyterians or... you 
can add to the list 

But, if my proclamation of the gospel, 
if my “doing good" on the Sabbath or any 
other day, if my pointing out sinfulness 
in our world to show our need for 
forgiveness, if that offends people in my 
church, well then so be it. Then they have 
a right to protest a right to confront me in 
the love of Jesus, and we can work together 
to discern what God’s will really is. 

Should we offend? In general I think 
if we’re living in the love of our Lord and 
sharing that love with a hurting world then 
we'll avoid causing offence. While our 
freedom of expression is protected I don’t 
believe we should use that freedom to hurt 
or offend others. We’re also free to love, 
free to do good.

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Fire flow testing is another important activity that the City is required to perform, and the City engages the services 
of an experienced consultant to perform this task. Hydrants are colour coded based upon the measured flow rate 
so that in an emergency Fire Department personnel will know immediately upon arrival how much water can be 
provided by the hydrant. 

The final flushing activity undertaken by the City is perhaps the most critical in protecting the drinking water from 
contamination. When a watermain break occurs, water is left running from a hydrant or hydrants in the immediate 
vicinity while City workers repair the break. This ensures that as the break is repaired any dirt that may enter the 
broken pipe (for example, during the excavation of the broken pipe) is flushed out as soon as possible and reduces 
the chance of the entire distribution system becoming contaminated. It also visually allows the Operator to confirm 
that the watermain is still under positive pressure while the repair is being made thus reducing the chance of 
contaminating the water in the system. Additionally, when a watermain break occurs, the break itself often disturbs 
any corrosion or rust that is present in the pipe. Flushing during the repair ensures any discoloured water is flushed 
from the system and minimizes the impact on customers in the area. Once a break is repaired, workers leave the 
hydrantfs) running to ensure any discoloured water has been completely flushed out and to ensure chlorine levels 
are high enough to disinfect the pipe. 


When the Technician discovers an obstruction, a letter will be issued to the property owner asking them to 
contact the Public Works Department so the Technician can meet with them to point out the obstruction 
and discuss the options, which include: 

• removing the obstruction (i.e. trim bushes, move dog to anotl

Failure to remove the obstruction and/or relocate the touchpad will result in a fine of $100.00 under the 
Provincial Offenses Act and the water account will immediately go to a flat rate billing of $276.75 per 
quarter for water and $276.75 per quarter for sewer. Flat rate billing remains in effect until the obstruction 
is removed and/or the reading device is relocated. 


Take a look around the outside wall of your property and if you see a little black touchpad like the one 
pictured here please ensure that the touchpad is easily accessible by removing any obstructions from the 


The City may post notices in the local paper and on the City website regarding hydrant flushing activities in 
different areas throughout the City. However, for activities such as watermain breaks, we cannot always provide 
advance notification. It is important to note that although you may experience discoloured water during flushing 
activities, the water remains safe for consumption. If you experience discoloured water, run water from all the cold 
water taps in your home until the water becomes clear. If the discoloured water persists for more than 10 minutes 
or so and you are not aware of flushing activities near your home, please contact Public Works at 905-835-5079 
to file a Water Quality Complaint. The next time you see a hydrant being flushed you can rest assured that the 
City isn't wasting water but that the City's certified Water Operators are working hard to protect the safety of the 
public, improve water quality and properly maintain the water distribution system.
